“In a way we have been as-
sociated for more than 40 years
—in elementary and high sthool.
in the same medical school and
lived together in the same fra-
ternity. house. i

“Our association together in

the same office in Torrance for
about 14 years culminates a
friendship lasting thruout a
generation,” he recalled.

“Boy or man, I never knew
George Shidler to be other than
a charining and honorable fel-
low . . . with a brilliant and
scintillating mind, the heart of
a poet and a passion for im-
proving the world, he had the
aspirations and attributes of a
great man,” Dr. Lancaster said
in heart-felt tribute.
